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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant alleges that claim 1 should be allowed 
over the prior art because "a terminal that identifies opponents for a game by retrieving one or more stored numbers associated with the 
opponents from memory of the terminal is patentably distinct from a terminal that identifies opponents for a game by receiving a packet of 
information that identifies the opponent." The examiner respectfully disagrees. Receiving and retrieving are not patentably distinct and the 
examiner interprets that they are not patentably distinct; furthermore packets of information are inherently strings of numbers and therefore 
can be considered stored numbers. Finally, the information which is sent to the terminals regarding the identification of the opponents 
inherently must be stored in the memory of that terminal for use. Finally, applicant alleges that it would not have been obvious to utilize 
DTMF signals to transmit data. The examiner respectfully disagrees. It is notoriously well known in the art and further supported by the 
cited references that DTMF signals are used for transmission of information between gaming terminals (please refer to the final rejection for 
further discussion on the mater and citations). Finally, data packets are a form of information consisting of 1's and O's which essentially is 
what DTMF signals transmit and so therefore DTMF can be considered a "suitably adapted communications protocol known to those skilled 
in the art," as suggested by Darling. /John M. Hotaling II/ .
